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Smith Favors 
Delay in Home 
Rule for County 


Marshall Smith, assistant 
state’s attorney, has called for 
“a little house cleaning” on 
the part of the Madison County 
government before it attempts 
to utilize home rule provisions 
under the new State Constitu- 
tion. 

Smith, legal advisor to the 
County Board of’ Supervisors, 
said he will recommend that 
the board wait two to four years 
before it implements provisions 
of home rule. 

Though he favors home rule, 
smith said “there are many ad- 
ministration things we should 
tend to before’ we complicate 
things with home rule.” 

He said the county should 
first. establish personnel and 
traffic codes, install data proc- 
essing equipment and a central 
records system and develop 
working policies with the coun- 
ty’s new Public Buildings Com- 
mission. 

The county can solve these 
problems with available money 
without using extended taxing 
powers provided by the home 
rule article in the constitution, 
Smith said. 

The county also could take 
advantage of results of home 
rule ligitation which will arise, 
he added, and should have a 
clearer picture of what it may 
or may not do. 

The board’s Legislative Com- 
mittee, which testified in favor 
of home rule provisions at the 
Corfstitutional Convention — in 
Springfield, has no plans to sub- 
mit home rule resolutions to the 
County Board 

The County Board currently 
is in the process of reapportion- 
ing the county and it will qual 
ify as a home rule. unit when 
the public elects a chief execu- 
tive after the reapportioned 
board is elected in 1972 

Home rule units will be 
granted wide discretion in fund 
raising and in running their 
own affairs under the new con 
stitution

The Southern Illinois Univer- 
sity Mobile Museum, now a 
familiar sight in school yards 
throughout Southern Illinois, is 
about to launch its 1971 season.

in a matter of seconds.

Five Plead Guilty 


To Lesser Counts 
In Truck Sniping 


Five men who were charged 
with murder in the fatal snip- 
ing of a truck driver during 
the Teamsters Union strike last 
May 5 were permitted ‘to plead 
guilty to reduced charges of 
involuntary manslaughter Wed- 
nesday afternoon in the court 
of Associate Circuit Judge 
Michael Kinney at Edwards- 
ville. 

The defendants are Roy Mil- 
ler, 28, and Jackson Wofford, 
29, both of Rural Route One, 
Granite City; Frank Thomp- 
son of Mitchell; Willard Comb: 
48, of Collinsville, and Jerry 
Lambert, 31, of. Caseyville. 

They applied ‘for probation, 
and a hearing on mitigation and 
aggravation was set for] p.m. 
Jan. 28. They remained at lib- 
erty under bond. 

The Yive men first pleaded 
innocent to the murder charges. 
Judge Kipney then accepted 
guilty pleas to the reduced 
charges. They first were in- 
dicted on charges of attempted 
murder until the truck driver, 
Gary Kistler, 30, of Pickerton, 
Ohio, died of wounds on June 
29 at Firmin Desloge Hospital, 
St. Louis 

Kistler, a driver for Consol 
dated Freightways, was’ shot 
along Interstate 70 near Mar- 
ine. He was. one of three truck 
drivers wounded when. snipers 
opened fire on a truck cofivoy 
headed west along 1-70 two 
miles east of Marine early on 
May 5. 

Authorities at the time said 
the snipers apparently were 
with a gang that had. tracked 
the trucks by using citizen band 
radios. 

The other two victims in the 
sniping were Denzil Smith, 30, 
of Stamping Ground, Ky., and 
Allen Latham, 47, of George- 
town, Ky. They suffered leg 
wounds and were later released 
from St, Joseph Hospital Hos- 
pital at Highland.

Illinois hunters bagged 2,029 
deer in the second half of the

This brought the incomplete 
total’ for the shotgun season to 
8,756 deer killed, an increase of 
386 over last year's total, He 
said a complete and accurate 
total will not be available until 
srecords from all deer checking 
stations have been tallied. 

During. the second season, Jo 
Daviess led all. counties with 
153 killed. The largest deer 
taken was a 221-pound field- 
dressed buck in Henderson 
County, Lockart said. 

There were 46,880 _ permits 
sold during this year’s hunt, 
which indicates that one out of 
every five bagged their deer. 

During the season, 449 ar- 
rests were made by law en- 
forcement officers. Improper 
clothing was the most common 
offense.

$4.8 Million Loss

Nineteen seventy was a year 
of galloping inflation for the 
American steel industry 

Spiraling increases in’ the cost 
of virtually all supplies and 
materials — including essential 
bulk raw materials — and the 
cost of another round of wage 
increases and fringe benefit im- 
provements limited the steel in- 
dustry’s earnings capacity, 

So did increases in mill op- 
erating costs reflecting costly 
disruptions in production flow 
caused by third-quarter short- 
ages of coal and coke and by 
the impact of two outside labor 
disputes—the truck strike early 
in the year and the auto strike 
near the end. . 

Increases’ in the pricé of 
finished steel milk products 
during 1970 did not balance 
out the spiraling increases 
‘in costs. Neither did the re- 
latively high level of opera- 
tions which some mills, in- 
cluding Granite City Steel, 
sustained most of 1970. 

Our main problem in 1971 
will be to hold costs more in 
line while supplying the rea- 
sonably good demand for 
steel which should prevail 
for, at least, the first half, 

Many manufacturers and 
other steel users will be 
buying more steel than they 
use during that period to 
prepare for the possibility 
of a steel strike later in 1971, 
We at Granite City Steel are 

doing everything possible to 
get off to a running start in 
1971. 

We have the best combination 
of production facilities in the 
company's history — although 
they are only valuable as long 
as they are maintained in good 
operating condition. This em- 
phasizes the importance of care- 
fully planned programs of pre- 
ventive maintenance at our 
plant during the busy weeks and 
months ahead. 


We have built a substantial 
inventory of. in-process steel to 
strengthen production and ship- 
ping capabilities 

The order book indicates 
we will be shipping a nor- 
mal, more profitable prod- 
uct mix for the first time 
since we completed our 
basic oxygen furnace plant, 
(80-inch hot strip mill and 
other new facilities. 

We see 1971 as offering a 
real opportunity to build 
Granite City Steel’s busi- 
ness, improve profits and 
maintain high-level employ- 
ment at our plant, which is 
much the largest employer 

the Quad City area. 

Success in meeting those ob- 
jectives will depend on our 
ability to produce a higher pro.

Corn production suffered a 
‘severe blow from corn blight 
disease locally as well as) in 
most of the corn belt and south- 
ern states this year, Corn bor- 
ers, cutworms, flea beetles and 
drouth also reduced corn yield 
here. 

Official corn yield ‘estimates 
are not available for Madison 


County, but the yield likely will 


de 20% to 30% lower than our 
1969 county average of 76 bush- 
els per acre. 

Higher prices for corn 
and soybeans will make up 
much of the loss to grain 
farmers from the lower. 
corn yield. 

Illinois farmers received 
$1.32 a bushel for corn on 
Nov. 15, 1970, compared to 
$1.07 a bushel on the same 
date in 1969. Soybeans 
brought Illinois farmers 
$2.89 on Nov. 15, 1970, com- 
pared with $2.31 on that 
date in 1969. 

Livestock producers are un- 
der profit pressure. Feed is a 
major cost item in livestock 
production, and feed costs are 
higher. Corn quality is lower, 
and feed conversion efficiency 
is lower. 

Hog prices.are $9 a hundred 
pounds lower than a year ago. 
Eggs bring farmers 33 cents a 
dozen, 10 cents lower than a 
year ago. Prices received by 
farmers for beef cattle, calves, 
lambs and milk are about the. 
same as a year ago. 

With higher feed costs 
and lower feed conversion 
efficiency due to lower corn 
quality — and with live- 
stock prices the same to 
lower — livestock producers 
will have problems show- 
ing a profit. 

Corn blight is a fungus dis- 
ease which caused premature 
killing of corn plants, weakened 
cornstalks, and some rotting of 
grain before harvest. 

The answer to the corn blight 
problem is disease - resistant 
corn hybrids. 

About 90% of the corn grown 
in 1970 was susceptible to corn 
blight, and about 75% of the 
corn planted next year will be 
susceptible to the disease. 

In 1972, there will be 
enough seed available 
which is blight-resistant to 
eliminate the corn blight 
problem. 

\. The farmers’ share of the re- 
tail food dollar was 41 cents in 
1969, compared with 47 cents 
in 1950. 

Many. farmers believe some- 
one other than farmers receives 
the major economic benefits 
\from im proved agricultural 
| technology and farm production 
| practices. 
| Environmental quality is an 
important topic. 

Agriculture makes some con- 
tribution to environmental prob- 
lems.

In some instances, it was 
necesary to curtail electric con- 
sumption due to a lack of gen- 
erating capacity. This has not 
been the case for customers of 
Illinois Power Co. 

In our last ‘report, we indi- 
cated that a 600,000 kilowatt 
unit was scheduled to be in 
production in June of 1970 at 
our new Baldwin Power Plant. 
This schedule was maintained, 

We also installed peaking 
units with 100,000 kw capacity 
at Stallings. This installation 
was completed during 1970. 

‘Additional peaking units of 
70,000 kw were installed in the 
northern part of the state at 
Oglesby. 

Our next generating unit of 
600,000 kw is scheduled for com- 
pletion in 1973, at the Baldwin 
Power Plant. 

A third unit of, similar capac- 
ity has been ordered, although 
the site has not yet been es- 
tablished. This unit is scheduled 
for completion in 1975. 

Our 1970 summer peak de- 
mand was 1,813,960 kw, which 
is an increase of 3.61% over 
1969. We had generating capa- 
bilities in 1970 of 2,004,000 kw 
at our five major power sta- 
tions Havana, Wood River, 
Vermilion, Hennepin and Bald- 
win — plus peaking capabilities 
at other sites of 193,300 kw. 

We anticipate continued 
growth by our electrical 
customers, which is provid- 
ed for in our planned gen- 
erating capacity installation 
as outlined; this should as- 
sure an ample supply of el- 
ectricity. 

The year 1970 has also 
seen major accomplish- 
ments by our company to- 
ward pollution abatement. 
The generating umits at 
Baldwin are being installed 
with the most modern pre- 
cipitators available. 

This same modern precipita- 
tion equipment was installed on 
our largest unit at the Wood 
River Power Station. 

Plans are jinder development 
for the installation of an addi- 
tional pollution control device 
on yet another generating unit 
at the Wood River Power Sta- 
tion. 

This device will include a 
precipitator to remove 99.7% of 
the particulate matter and will 
also be the nation’s first com- 
mercial unit for removing sul- 
fur oxides from stack emissions 
and converting them to market- 
able sulfur, 

Fuel supplies of all forms are 
of national concern. The supply 
of coal for generating units 
nas become a problem for some 
utilities, although Illinois Power 
has not experienced this prob- 
lem, nor do we expect it to 
occur. 

Oil is also in scarce supply 
and at least some industries 
are having difficulty arrang- 
ing for an ample supply to op- 
erate their equipment. 

The limited ~ availability of 
natural gas has now become 
well known to our customers, 
since it has become necessary 
to restrict service to some of 
our ‘largest customers. desiring 


utilities 


it. 

We have made every effort to 
obtain additional supplies and 
will continue to do so. 


At this time, we see little 
hope of acquiring sufficient nat- 
ural gas to make it available 
to all customers during 1971. 

In order to accommodate 
the expected electrical 
growth in our area, our 
forces will be quite busy 
making line extensions and 
increasing substation capac- 
ities during 1971. 

This includes building ma- 
jor transmission lines of 
345,000 volts into the area, 
to assure the availability of 
power as needed by our cus- 
tomers. Lines of lesser volt- 
ages will also he requiréd 
to render this service. 

Since natural gas is some- 
what restricted, we will pro- 
bably concentrate to a great 
extent on replacing and re- 
building some of our gas 
mains. 

The highway freeze imposed 
for several years on Madison 
and St. Clair Counties has been 
lifted, but anticipated major 
construction has not yet oc- 
curred. Hopefully, this will be 
remedied during early 1971. 

Commercial development, es- 
pecially in the downtown Gran- 
ite City complex, has shown lit- 
tle signs of activity. It is hoped 
that the plans for the “mall’’ 
will become a reality during 
1971 to revitalize’ this shopping 
district. 

Industrial growth has been 
primarily confined to the Mad- 
ison Industrial Park, although 
the . Tri-Cities Regional Port 
District has made some prog- 
ress, as well as the recent ad- 
dition of the Chemico plant 
north of Mitchell. 

I believe 1971 will bring with 
it a more stimulated economy. 
However, if the Tri-Cities area 
is to obtain: its fair Share of 
this growth, ‘there .must be 
greater. cooperation and effort 
put forth by all citizens, organ- 
izations and governing bodies 
in the community. 


study of factors needed by us 
for a final site selection. 

And, finally, the setting up of 
an office in the local area from 
which to conduct our prelimi- 
nary operations. 

It is anticipated that dur- 
ing the early months of 
1971, a final site selection 
will be made, and that we 
can then proceed with land 
acquisition. 

No matter where the air- 
port is finally located, the 
economic impact upon all 
of the east side communi- 
ties and the entire metro- 
politan St. Louis area will 
be greater than that gene- 
fated by any project in the 
entire history of the area. 
The — $350,000,000 estimated 

cost is only the beginning. 

It is not inconceivable that 
the construction of this huge 
jetport will generate the need 
for an entire new city, with an 
intermodal freight complex to 
facilitate the rapid transfer of 
cargo and passengers from one 
mode of transportation to 
another. 

Transportation experts are 
forecasting that, with the deter- 
mination of St. Clair County as 
the geographical population cen- 
ter of the United States, this 
air terminal could very well be- 
come the international air cen- 
ter of this great nation. 

The economic possibilities 
and the resulting impact 
on this metropolitan area 
provided by such a develop- 
ment are little less than fan- 
tastic. 

‘The development of such 
‘a project, however, will re- 
quire a team action on the 
part of all citizens. 

A sincere effort should be 
made by all segments of our 
metropolitan community to 
grow together for the greatest 
good fortune to all concerned. 

Let us not defer or neglect 
this once-in-a-lifetime opportun- 
ity for whole community prog- 
ress.

Nineteen seventy-one promis- 
es to be a year of improved and 
increasing real estate activity 
in the Quad-Cities. For the in- 
dividual prospective home buy- 
er, I believe 1971 will offer an 
excellent. and unparalleled op- 
portunity in which to buy a 
home. 

Most of us remember that 
a new home could be bought 
back in 1948 for $6500. ..fol- 
lowing World War II and a 
period of slow real estate 
activity. 

‘That same home today is 
worth approximately $14,- 
000. | 

In like manner, I predict 
that a home bought in 1971 
for $20,000 will be worth 
$30,000 within the next 10 
years. 

Let me explain why I make 
this prediction. 

First of all, home values and 
prices are lower now than they 
are expected to be in a long 
time. 

While the prices of most con- 
sumer products have rapidly in- 
creased in the past several 
years, home values have held 
relatively stable, due to a slug- 
gish demand and a shortage of 
mortgage financing. 

For thése same reasons, lum- 
ber, a basic product in new 
home constructien, has held rel- 
atively stable. A 2" board, 
for instance, costs the same to- 
day as it did five years ago. 

However, this situation is ex- 
pected to change considerably 
in 1971, now that adequate fi- 
nancing is available to both 
builders and buyers. The pent- 
up demand for housing is ex- 
pected to be felt increasingly 
during the coming year. 

As this demand and vol- 
ume increases, the price 
of homes, which has lagged 
behind other products dur- 
ing our recent inflationary 
period, will surely increase. 

As Preston Martin, chair- 
man of the Federal Home 
Loan Bank, recently stated, 
“Every month the potential 
home buyer waits, a new 
house will cost him another 
one per cent”. This means 
that building costs are ex-

The A. 0. Smith corporation's 
Granite City frame plant has 
just completed the poorest ship- 
ping volume year in the 16-year 
history of the plant. A general 
slowdown in the economy has 
had a substantial effect on the 
automotive industry and on the 
Granite City: operation. 

In addition to the lagging gen- 
eral economic condition, the op- 
eration of the plant was ad- 
versely affected by the extend- 
ed shutdowns caused by the 
trucking industry strike in the 
spring, the major model change 
in the summer, and the U.A.W.- 
G.M. strike in the fall. 

These combined factors caused 
our volume of frames shipped 
from this plarit to decline to a 
level of less than half of ship- 
ments realized as recently as 
1965. 

The operation of the automo- 
tive industry in erratic 1970 re- 
flected the impact of the low- 
ered economy, with car buyers 
deciding to buy more small cars 
such as the intermediates, com- 
pacts, imports, and newly in- 
troduced mini-sized ; 

The full impact of the mini’s, 
particularly in their ability to 
stave off the threat of the small 
imports, is still to be deter- 
mined. 

The American public will 
choose its automobile on the 
basis of price, performance, 
quality and the many other in- 
tangible things we consider 
when buying a car. 

‘The mini’s might cut into im- 
port sales, but they might cre- 
ate an even greater problem 
for us here in Granite City by 
further diverting sales from the 
standard-sized domestic models 
for which we build frames. 

The extent to which the stand- 
ard-sized car market has dwin- 
dled can be seen in the fact 
that the “standards” now rep- 
resent less than half of total 
U.S. automobiles sold, as com- 
pared to 10 years ago, when 
two-thirds of all automobiles 
sold were “standard” size. 

Despite the drastic drop 
in volume, all of the news 
from A. 0. Smith Granite 


pected to increase at the 
rate of 10% to 12% in the 
next year. 

While interest rates on mort- 
gages are approximately 114% 
higher than they were several 
years ago, they are not expect- 
ed to be reduced much, if at 
all, in the year ahead. 

In the meantime, home fi- 
nancing still remains the cheap- 
est form of financing available 
to the general public—much 
cheaper, for instance, than 
auto, furniture or appliance fi- 
nancing, which often ‘runs as 
much as 12% to 18% per year. 

Those who wait for interest 
rates to drop 4% to 1% will 
find that home costs have in- 
creased nearly 12% per year in 
the meantime. 

During 1971, a strong demand 
for rental property and for mo- 
bile homes is expected to con- 
tinue. 

Investment in land remains a 
smart buy; when God made the 
world, He made all the land He 
was going to make, but He 
didn’t make all the people. 

Just as with autombiles, 
where the recent trend has been 
to economical, basic-transporta- 
tion models such as the Maver- 
ick, Gremlin and similar types, 
so it.is in the real estate field. 

The recent trend in new 
homes has been for basic shel- 
ter, with the buyer wanting as 
much living area for the dollar 
as possible, without the frills— 
such as built-ins or dishwash- 
ers—which were in such strong 
demand a few years ago. 

Home ownership has been one 
of the great bulwarks of our 
community and nation. It pro- 
vides the security, independence 
and pride of ownership which 
is the foundation of family liv- 
ing. 

Many home owners have seen 
their $1000 savings, invested as 
a down payment, grow into a 
$3,000 or $4,000 equity in their 
home in a few short years...all 
the while providing the shelter, 
privacy and contentment upon 


© which they depend.

In addition, volume for at 
least the first quarter should 
proceed at a brisk pace as an 
effort is made to recoup sales 
deferred due to the General Mo- 
tors strike. 

We are looking forward to a 
year of at least partial recov- 
ery from 1970, with renewed 
emphasis on performance, com- 
petition, and the evermore im- 
portant factor of quality. 


The year 1971 will afford an 
excellent opportunity for many 
families to make home owner- 
ship a reality. 


Southwestern Illinois Area Planning Commission

The primary responsibility of 
the Southwestern Illinois Metro- 
politan Area’ Planning Commis- 
sion is to produce a comprehen- 
sive plan for the three-county 
region of Madison, St. Clair and 
Monroe Counties. 

In December of 1969, the Com- 
mission published the land use 
and transportation elements of 
the regional plan under the title 
of “Madison County Plan’ and 
“st. Clair County Plan.” 

These documents are the re- 
sult of extensive research and 
analysis of population and eco- 
nomic trends as well as trends 
in land use development, ‘trans- 
portation facilities and urban 
services such as water and 
sewer facilities. 

Since the publication of the 
plan documents, a number 
of development factors have 
been the subject of public 
discussion. These factors 
will have a distinct impact 
on the entire region, includ- 
ing the Quad-Cities. 

Perhaps the most signifi- 
cant is the proposal for a 
second metropolitan airport 
in Illinois to be developed 
jointly by the state of IIli- 
nois and the city of St. 
Louis. 

The primary impact of such 
a facility would be to acceler- 
ate the trend of new develop- 
ment in the metro-east area. 

The airport would act as a 
magnet, establishing a major 
focal point of economic activity 
and urban development to the 
east of downtown St. Louis. 

Since the future of the Quad- 
City area is closely tied to that 
of downtown St, Louis, shifting 
the air transport focal point of 
the metropolitan re gion will 
‘have a beneficial impact on in} 
lying urban areas such as the 
Quad-C in that it can be: 
come an interceptor. 

Although a site for the second 
metropolitan airport has ni 
been selected, preliminary di 
cussions of the proposal indi- 
cate the intention to obtain a 
large parcel of land, roughly 
30,000 acres, and to insure com 
patibility with adjacent land 
uses. 

It is anticipated that planning 
and construction will take about 
10 years. 

Hopefully, by the early 1980s, 
the St, Louis metropolitan aredt 
will have at least begun con- 
struction on a total rapid tran- 
sit system, and a line would 
serve the new air facility. 

These proposed facilities 
present a unique opportunity 
to structure growth and re- 
development in order to 
create more wholesome and 
pleasing living environments 
in the region. 

‘The proposal to construct. 
a rapid transit system in the 
region also offers a unique 
opportunity for urban areas 
such as the Quad-Cities to 
restructure and redevelop 
communities. 

It should be stressed that, in 
designing a total system of 
rapid transit corridors, we 
should attempt to serve not only 
the existing urbanized areas, 
but also those areas in our re- 
gion which are especially suite, 
for further urban development. 
« Rapid transit stops in the 
Quad-City area would offer 
unique possibilities in redevel- 
opment, reuse and greater in- 
tensity of use for commercial 
and ‘higher density residential 
uses, 

Recent concern about ecologi- 
cal issues also offers an oppor- 
tunity to bring the problem into 
focus at home. 

The state of Illinois is pres- 
ently in the process of purchas- 
ing Horseshoe Lake to the east 
of the Quad-Cities. 


The commitment on the part j 


of the state, combined with local 
interest, could result in a highly

Concurrently, the staff is en- 
gaged in a park and recreation 
survey and analysis which con- 
sists of an inventory and evalu- 
ation of present park arid recre- 
ation facilities in the region and 
definition of the means to ac- 
celerate expansion and improve- 
ment of this type facility.

In concert with the East-West 
Gateway Coordinating Council, 
the Commission is carrying out 
a housing study which includes 
an overview inventory of hous- 
ing stock, plus evaluation and 
projection of means‘to provide 
improved housing for all. citi- 
zens in the area. 

It is believed that one of the 
most successful programs car- 
ried out by the Commission, and 
one which is being continued 
this year, is the Technical As- 
sistance ‘and Planning program 
(TAPS), providing planning 
services to municipalities which 
require assistance on short no- 
tice and for a wide range of 
purposes. 

This program is structured 
and operated to provide techni- 
cal assistance in the decision- 
making procedure on a day-to- 
day basis. There were 24 de- 
fined programs and, in addi- 
tion, numerous others where the 
cost was less than $500. The 
Commission is planning to con- 
tinue this program and to ex- 
pand it as.necessary to meet the 
needs~of the municipalities in 
the region. 

As part of this program, the 
Commission assists the local 
government units in applications 
for state or federal funding as- 
sistance, with zoning or subdi- 
vision problems or. studies and 
with day-to-day planning prob- 
lems. 


During the 1969-1970 fiscal 
year, the staff reviewed ap- 
proximately 30 applications , 
amounting to nearly $80 mil- 
lion of requested grants for 
such varied projects as 
highways, water-sewer sys- 
tems, and recreation land 
purchase. 

The staff has also been 
working very closely with 
the Gateway Council staff in 
developing the portion of the 
regional plan which affects 
our area, 

It is our purpose to emphasize 
working with our coynty and 
city officials in the three coun- 
ties and implementing our plan- 
ning with information concern- 
ing availability of funds from 
the multiplicity of federal agen- 
cies, 

In this manner, it will be pos- 
sible to obtain greater results 
so that the plans we have pre- 
pared for these municipalities 
will be put into effect.

Unless some measure is taken 
to stabilize currency, inflation 
could move ahead still more 
and interest rates would again 
spiral

Even though forecasting in 
toto is highly problematical, 
that derby is again in full swing. 
Because of the many factors of 
uncertainty affecting each indi- 
vidual’s idea on the economy 
for next year, the predictions 
are many and varied. 

The economic downtrend dur- 
ing the first part of 1970 has re- 
mained more or less stationary 
in the past few months and, it 
now appears, is poised for a 
vigorous upturn, 

I doubt the turnaround, at 
least on a national basis, will 
occur until at least the third 
and maybe the fourth quarter 
of 1971 

The most damaging, delaying 
factor in any change for better- 
ment was the recent General 
Motors strike that brought the 
national output in November to 
a two-year level. 

When it is settled, in all its 
facets, there will be a catchup 
effort that will push automobile 
production even higher than be- 
fore the strike began. 

With that production plus the 
reinforcements that are appear- 
ing in headlines out of Washing- 
ton, we need not expect an im- 
mediate boom, but CHANGES 
may well serve to gradually re- 
brighten the national mood. 

Unemployment in 1970 ‘has in- 
creased slightly. In the immedi- 
ate future, as more soldiers are 
released to return to civilian 
life, unemployment will con- 
tinue to increase. 

A major downturn in the econ- 
omy need not be expected. But, 
likewise, a rapid, substantial in- 
crease is not in the picture for 
the immediate future. 

Savings in the financial or- 
ganizations clearly indicate that 
there is large unused cash pur- 
chasing power which, when 
prices are right and the need 
fully determined, will be con- 
verted from ‘‘want’’ to expand- 
ed economy. 

At the Tri-City Regional 
Port District, there is real 
justification for optimism. 

The new warehouse being 
constructed on the Port 
property is now in use by 
the owner - operator, The 
Bulk Service Corp. Although 
not completed, it is being 
used and should be in full 
use within 30 days. 

‘The operation of that corpora- 
tion during “the past year has 
substantially increased tonnage 
across the dock 

Its facilities enable users, 
buyers and sellers, in a 150- to 
200-mile radius of the Port, to 
handle products more economi- 
cally and competitively. 

Although the increase in em- 
ployees at the Port will be neg- 
ligible, the economic impact will 
be far-reaching. 


Plans are being formulat- 
ed for the construction of 
additional dock and another 
warehouse for other types of 
commodities. 

Funds have just been al- 
located for a major im- 
provement in the county and 
entrance roads between 
Federal Highway 151 and 
the Port office. This work 
should be completed by 
early spring. 

Port Manager Carl Ranft, 
who is negotiating with other 
national concerns for. further 
uses of Port property, hopes to 
have an important announce- 
ment on developments in the 
near future. 

The recent announcement by 
Reilly Tar & Chemical Corp. of 
their plans to expand their pro- 
duction facilities 50% more 
firmly entrenches that organiza- 
tion in this community. It will 
put additional people to work, 
both in construction and, later, 
in operation of the expanded fa- 
cilities — another plus for this 
area, 

The Federal Reserve System 
and our national government 
are striving to improve the 
economy without creating more 
than a very normal inflation. 

By 1971 year-end, I am _confi- 
dent we will see some better- 
ment. Interest rates have 
started to drop—money is plen- 
tiful—and the need exists. 

‘An upturn should develop, but 
the pickup will be modest when 
compared to the recoveries 
from previous recessions. 

Some further reduction in 
business capital outlays will 
temporarily limit the expan- 
sion. 

The Tri-City area has always 
been tied very closely with the 
national economy. But, in my 
estimation, the expansion of the 
local economy and area devel- 
opment should improve some- 
what more rapidly than na- 
tionally and 1971 should econom- 
ically in the Illinois metro east 
area be better than 1970.

During the past year, the 
Quad-Cities’ economy closely 
followed the national pattern. 

The actions of the monetary 
authorities in continuing their 
tight money policy for the first 
six months of the year resulted 
in many cutbacks in plans for 
industrial and commercial ex- 
pansion and made a major con- 
tribution to the rise in unem- 
ployment 

Efforts to increase the 
supply of money have 
brought about a substantial 
lowering of interest rates 
but have had no effect on 
the unemployment picture. 

Business generally seems 
to be waiting for a clearer 
indication of governmental 
policy and attitude before 
proceeding with plans for 
new plants and equipment. 

Work stoppages, primarily the 
General Motors strike, which 
resulted in the temporary clos- 
ing of A. O. Smith plant, con- 
tributed to the local drop in 
business. 

I believe we can take a more 
optimistic view of prospects 
for business in 1971. 

With an increase in the sup- 
ply of mortgage money, local 
home building should show 
some improvement. 

And the anticipated upturn in 
business nationally will help 
our local industries and enable 
them to increase their work 
force and payrolls. This will in 
turn: help our retail business. 

Summing up, it is my be- 
lief that, due partly to the 
fact that our major em- 


ployers are in the heavy in- 
dustrial field and partly to 
our increasing dependence 
on Washington to solve our 
problems, our local econ- 
omy is almost entirely de- 
pendent on the prosperity 
of our nation as a whole 
and on the actions of per- 
sons over whom pre have 
no direct control. 

Once again, I\ urge all of our 
citizens to evidence more in- 
terest and more active partic 
pation in the affairs of our local 
governments. 

Our elected officials are do- 
ing a competent job, but can 
do better if they have the ad- 
vice and counsel of the people 
they are representing. This is 
the only way our communities 
can progress.

Regional Industrial. Development Corp.

Government-initiated constru¢- 
tion programs in the St. Louis 
region projected for the decade 
ahead will cost an estimated 
$2.7 billion and create upwards 
of 6,000 new construction jobs 
per year averaged over the 
decade. 

These figures are based on 
major projects only and do not 
include the normal construction 
activity such as industrial and 
commercial buildings, hig h- 
ways, housing, schools, hospi- 
tals, etc., that will ordinarily 
occur in the metropolitan area, 

Projects like the area- 
wide rapid transit system, 
the new Alton Lock and 
Dam, the downtown con- 
vention center and a new 
regional airport will pro- 
vide the main thrust of a 
construction boom never be- 
fore experienced in the his- 
tory of the bi-state St. Lou- 
is metropolitan area. 

Just as projects such as 
the Arch and Busch Stad- 
ium spearheaded a resur- 
gence of downtown’St. Louis 
during the 60s, so will 
these new and exciting proj- 
ects bring the entire reg- 
ion to greater heights in the 
“70s. 

By far, the largest single gov- 
ernment-initiated project loorn- 
ing on the horizon is the pro- 
posed rapid transit system to 
serve the needs of the metro- 
politan community and provide 
for effective and efficient move- 
ment of passengers. 

Total cost of this System 
alone is estimated to be $1.2 
billion. 

Other notable government- 
initiated. construction activity 


projected to occur during the 
‘70s includes the new lock and 
dam on the.Mississippi River 
to replace the existing structure 
at Alton, a second major: air- 
port to serve the region, and a 
convention and ‘tourist center 
in downtown St. Louis. The es- 
timated combined cost of these 
three projects is $650 million. 

Still other significant pro- 
grams that can be classified 
as being above and beyond 
normal construction activity are 
in varous stages of planning 
or implementation. 

A few, including Operation 
Breakthrough, Civic Center Re- 
development, and the Kaskas- 
kia River navigation project, 
have already: begun. 

Others, such as redevelop- 
ment of Laclede’s Landing, con- 
struction of a massive residen- 
tial and commercial complex 


at Earth City, and relocation 


of the railyards from the East 
St. Louis’ riverfront — along 
with inner city revitalization 
programs such ‘as La Salle 
Park and Model Cities projects 
— will-add to the construction 
boom forecast for the region in 
the '70s. 

The Bureau of labor Sta- 
tistics estimates construc- 
tion employment nationally 
will increase by 25% by 
1980. 

In the St. Louis region, con- 
struction employment averaged 
38,611 workers over the period 
1962-1969. For the year 1969 
alone, 40,485 construction work- 
ers were employed in the re- 
gion. us : 

Construction employment re- 
quired to meet the job demands 
of these major government-in- 
itiated projects in the decade 
ahead. undoubtedly will provide 
stimulus to the additional priv- 
ate construction and thus bring 
the St. Louis region in line with, 
and possibly exceed, the nation- 
al average. 








Reilly Tar & Chemical Corp.

The year 1970 at the Granite 
City plant of the Reilly Tar and 
Chemical Corp. proved to be 
quite successful in practically 
all aspects of our business. 
Volume of sales taxed the pro- 
ducing capabilities of the units 
installed in the plant. 

Tar, which is our crude ma- 
terial and which is a byproduct 
of the coke oven operations, was 
not of the quality normally de- 
sired for optimum - operations 
due to shortages of coal from 
which the tar’is produced. But 
adjustments were able to be 
made whereby a_ satisfactory 
product could be manufactured, 

In October 1970, after several 
negotiating sessions, an accept- 
able and just labor contract was 
made with the Oil, Chemical, 
and Atomic Workers Union, Lo- 
cal 7-186, representing the’ bar- 
gaining unit for the employes 
within our plant covering a 
period for the next three years. 

This in itself, in the midst of 
labor-management strife as. has 
been seen during this past year, 
is a notable accomp}ishment de- 
serving of credit to both the un- 
ion and management 

During this past year, our 
local plant has embarked on 
and accomplished consider- 
able projects toward the 
beautification and moderni- 
zation of the buildings, 
equipment and grounds in a 
desire for better employe 
satisfaction, morale, reduc- 
tion of safety hazards and to 
present a more pleasing ap- 
pearance to, and also to be- 
come a better, member of 
the community, 

Our transition is now com- 
plete from the burning of 
solid fuels to natural gas 
and fuel oil, whereby smoke 
emissions have been entire- 
ly, eliminated to reduce air 
pollution. 

Several dilapidated buildings 
which have been eyesores and 
presented a potential safety 
hazard have been torn down 
and removed from our prem 
ises. More of this. will occur 
during 1971. 

The local plant has embarked 
upon an all-inclusive air pollu- 
tion reduction program, and at 
great expense, plans to com- 
pletely, eliminate any and all 


objectionable emissions to at- 
mosphere with a deadline estab 
lished of 1973, A major portion 
of this program has already 
been completed 
Due to the rising costs of 
labor, materials and freight, 
even though 1970 was a ban- 
ner year for production and 
shipments from this plant, 
profitability decreased not- 
ably. 
To overcome this de- 
crease, the company has de- 
cided to expand the pro- 
duction capabilities of , the 

Granite City plant and 1971 

will see the greatest ex- 

penditure of capital funds in 
the: plant in its history. 

Due to the farsightedness of 
the Chamber of Commerce and 
local and state officials in pro: 
viding marine facilities through 
creation ,of the Tri-City Re- 
gional Port Authority, whose 
facilities we shall use extensive- 
ly in the coming year 
able to enter into this ¢ 
production competitively 

As has been previously an- 
nounced, our construction 
program ‘for 1971 will pro- 
vide an increased output 
for our plant of approxi- 

50%, fnore than that 
+h we have been capable 
of in the past. 

As I see it, the business” out- 
look for the’ Granite City plant 
of Reilly Tar & Chemical Corp 
in 1971 is one of the most op- 
timistic 1 have ever the 
pleasure to forecast.

gihe bloom was off the rose as 
fxr as our economy was con- 
cerned during 1970. Many com- 
panies showed less profits dur- 
ing 1970 than they had in many 
years and some companies even 
showed substantial losse: 

Many concerns were plagued 
with major strikes during 1970 
which hurt our economy consid- 
erably. 

I would think that 1971 would 
be a shade better than 1970 as 
far as the economy is con- 
cerned but I doubt very much 
that there will be a large 
amount of improvement. 

One of the reasons I look 
for an improvement is be- 
cause of the cutting of the 
prime rate of interest 
charged on loans by our 
banks. This should be quite 
a shot in the arm to all of 
the business community and 
especially to the construc- 
tion trades. 

Wages continue to spiral 
upward and there dppears 
to be no letdown to this 
trend for 1971. The stock 
market has continued to 
rise, no doubt mostly be- 
cause of the cut in the 
prime rate, but this does 
reflect the nation’s confi- 
dence in our country's larg- 
est businesses and indus- 
tries. 

Some of the negative situa- 
tions that will probably develop 
during 1971 are an increased 
amount of unemployment, and 
the very good possibility of 
more strikes in major indus- 
tries. Also, retail sales have 
been sluggish and probably will 
continue so until 1971. 

In the grocery industry, the 
average net profit has remained 
about the same at about 1% of 
sales. : 

This small percentage of 
profit leaves much to be de- 
sired and fs one of the smallest 
percent of net profit that any 
type of industry or business 
produces. I see no improvement 
being made for. the. coming 
year.

Tri City Grocery had a 
nice increase in volume during 
1970 and a somewhat better net 
profit picture. We will have to 
be on our toes during 1971 to be 
able to show the same in- 
creases 

+ The Quad-City area industries 
seem to be in better shape than 
most industries in neighboring 
communities. Qur major _in- 
dustry, Granite City Steel Co., 
has been improving its profit 
position as well continuing 
to employ a large amount of 
personnel. 

Southern Illinois University in 
Edwardsville continues to grow 
in enrollment which ‘helps our 
area businesswise as well as 
culturally. 

The underpass under the 
railroad tracks at, Venice 
will generate more auto 
traffic for this area when 
completed. 

Although we know the ma- 
jor airport to be located in 
Southern Illinois will not be 
even begun in 1971, the fact 
that*it is to be located near 
the Quad-Cities should stim- 
ulate economic conditions 
here in the very near future. 
All facets considered, I think 

the Quad-Cities will be in good 
shape for 1971 and! in better 
shape than many of our neigh- 
boring communities.

The forecast for construction 
work in this area contains both 
plus and minus factors. 

Recently the Federal Home 
Loan Bank board disclosed 
plans to pump more than one 
billion dollars into the home 
mortgage market in ‘1971, in a 
move designed to make more 
money available for mortgage 
lenders, savings and loan asso- 
ciations and insurance agencies. 


It is anticipated that the 
effective interest rate to the 
borrower must surely go 
down, thus making a consid- 
erable gain in the home 
market in this area. 

The F, W. Dodge Division of 
McGraw Hill predicts" a 14% 
increase in construction of sew- 
age disposal plants and water 
treatment facilities for munici- 
palities in 1971, in line with the 
pollution program now gather- 
ing momentum nationally. 

This percentage will definitely 
carry over for this area. 

The recent lifting of the 
highway money freeze in 
this county should increase 
highway construction of all 
types substantially. 

Plans for construction of 
institutional and commercial 
buildings will probably not 
vary significantly, due to 
sensitivity of money market 
conditions and municipal 
bond rates. 


Industrial construction in this 
area is a “mixed bag.” Petro-

leum industries are nearing 
completion of their expansion of 
production facilities and will 
probably reduce construction 
xpenditures somewhat in 1971. 
Many other industries are ac- 
tively engaged in the installa- 
tion of air pollution control 
equipment, made necessary by 
new state and local regulations. 
Some industries, however, 
ve plans for modest capacity 
expansion during 1971 
Netting it out, and looking 
at the overall picture, I feel 
that the industry will probably 
have an increased dollar value 
over 1970—with the percentage 
of increase tempered somewhat 
by the effect of inflation.

Other Interstate and pri- 
mary urban construction 
throughout District 8 — the 
area which has a direct ef- 
fect on contractors and 
craftsmen in the Tri-Cities 
— could exceed any fiscal 
year expenditure of the 
past. 

Interstate work will prob- 
ably be limited only by the 
availability of qualified, in- 
terested contractors. Work 
on primary urban routes 
could easily triple previous 
recent yearly expenditures. 
Negotiations with various 

government agencies necessary 

to allow continuation of Route 

151 past the Granite City Army 

Depot are being aggressively 

pressed, but construction .ac- 

tivity in the highway extension 
prior to 1972 seems unlikely. 
The painfully slow progress 
on the Venice underpass should 
be speeded up soon to make 
that long awaited imprdvement 
ready for use in late 1971. 


Industrial activity “in major 
replacement of facilities or in- 
stallation of new facilities will 
be sharply off from any of the 
years of the recent past. 

Using existing facilities in a 
profitable way will call for the 
full attention of industrial lead- 
ership, to the exclusion of most 
major capital expenditures. 

Aside from the large school 
complex at Maryville Road and 
Route 203, scheduled for be- 
ginning in the early second 
quarter of 1971, institutional 
construction will be confined to 
relatively minor items plus the 
completion of the local hdspi- 
tal expansion now under con- 
struction and the rebuilding of 
the fire-damaged high school. 

Some gratifying increase in 
housing starts, of medium qual- 
ity and multi-unit character, 
seems to be in the cards for 
late second-quarter or early 
third-quarter construction. Zon- 
ing and annexation procedures 
may prove a deterrent to these 
proposed or firmly planned ef- 
forts. 


Commercial construction has 
slowed appreciably in our im- 
mediate area and shows no 
signs of renewed activity before 
the third quarter of the year, 
if it comes at all. 

Municipal construc- 
jon would seem to be con- 
fined to about normal street 
repair and construction, 
with the Johnson Road pav- 
ing and the joint county- 
city Maryville Road exten- 
sion the most gratifying of 
the new projects. 

Construction ~ manage- 
ment stares a bit uneasily into 
the future. It fears that high 
construction costs arising from 
phenomenal wage increases 
with no increase in productivity 
will limit customers for their 
services to government and big 
business or heavy industry. 

Though nationwide construc- 
is expected to rise a bit in tot- 
al dollar volume, its rise will 
not offset the effect of infla- 
tion on the construction dollar. 

Were it not for heavy out- 
lays of money for highway con- 
struction, a pretty sharp over- 
all construction cutback would 
be in the cards for the Tri- 
Cities in 1971. 

Additional governmental sup- 
port of housing and environ- 
mental improvement facil 
seems to be the only factor 
that could beneficially change 
the overall outlook for construc- 
tion activity in the ‘Tri-Cities.

In my letter to the Granite 
City Press-Record last Jan. 5, 
1970,'1 remarked about the in- 
ternational steel shortage that 
was in effect at the time. 

The steel shortage continued 
through the first half of 1969, 
and then stopped as suddenly 
as it had started 15 months 
before. 

A year ago, I failed to rec- 
ognize, however, what a tremen- 
dous impact the world steel 
shortage would have on the 
price of ferrous scrap. 

From January of 1969 through 
August of 1970, almost half of 
the prime scrap in the United 
States market was exported. 

Laclede depends entirely 
on scrap to make steel in its 
furnaces at Alton. In Janu- 
ary of 1970 scrap prices for 
prime grades jumped 60% 
to 70% above year earlier 
prices. 

Although scrap prices 
came down somewhat on 
several occasions during the 
year, at present they are 
again at the exorbitant lev- 
els of the first quarter of 
1970. 

As a result of the scrap price 
increases, Laclede has been 
forced to pay approximately 
$7,000,000 more for scrap in, 
1970 than in 1969. 

Fortunately, Laclede’s ‘opera- 
tions and our new equipment 
have continued to improve sig- 
nificantly throughout the year, 
and we have been able to offset 
some’of the added scrap costs.

of public higher education. 

For Illinois students, the lat- 
est increase in fees will demand 
$150 more for a nine-month 
school year. Coupled with the 
inequity of such a dramatic 
raise is the tight job market, 
and the difficulty some students 
experience in attempting to se- 
cure loans from commercial 
concerns. 

‘A second major problem at 
the campus at Eqwardsville is 
a lack of space for an increas- 
ing student population. 

In the fall of 1970, we had 
to place a freeze on enroll- 
ment at 13,700 students and, 
as a result, several hundred 
people who wished to enroll 
were prevented from doing 
so, 

This situation is extremely 
serious because any new 
classroom construction proj- 
ects will not be available for 
use in less than two years. 
Two general classroom 
buildings, desperately need- 
ed, cannot be started be- 
cause of the state freeze on 
new construction. 

We have grown with metro- 
east this year and have tried to 
become more and. miore a part 
of the community/in which we 
reside. 

A university is made up of"in- 
dividuals ané each has his own 
way of demonstrating cilizen- 
ship. We are pleased when the 
university can accept its role 
as a contributing, member of a 
larger community, 

In turn, we are hopeful that 
most of the residents of metro- 
east and the St. Louis metro- 
politan area will accept the uni- 
versity as a part of their com- 
munity — not aloof from their 
lives, not directing their lives, 
but sharing their geographical 
point of reference as a viable 
neighbor in the community.

Things other than the earning 
of a living are becoming im- 
portant to us. Clean air, clean 
water, better hot 
transit ate foremost. 

Add to this list a growing 
concern for aesthetics and al- 
most all other items affecting 
the quality of living. Moderniza- 
tion of all of our major trans- 
portation systems and facilities 
is also being considered. 

Public-minded citizens want 
action now. They sense that the 
required technology is , either 
available or near at hand. 

During the past year, we have 
felt the rising groundswell of 
grassroot political pressure sup- 
porting the movement. 

Every political leader is 
tuned to the public demand for 
action. The. mass communica- 
tion media is not exempt. 

The people are anxious to a 
sign responsibilities for plan- 
ning, construction and execu- 
tion of the various programs in- 
volved. 

Many not familiar with big 
government confuse multiple re- 
sponsibilities for action as weak- 
ness, The problems involved 
are not simple. No single or- 
ganization is equipped to handle 
all of them. 

Our forefathers found our 
water resources so abund- 
ant that for the first two 
hundred years we saw little 
need for conservation prac- 
tices. A highly advanced 
technology and a population 
of 204,000,000 has brought us 
to realize that this vital re- 
source is not unlimited. 

New laws, including the 1969 
Environmental Act, now per- 
mit, the United States Army 
Corps of Engineers to be re- 
sponsive to environmental prob- 
lems. 

The St. Louis District has 
acquired the skills and dis- 
ciplines to provide the re 
quired technology: ecolog- 
ists, economists, demogra- 
pher, environmental plan- 
ner, recreation planner, 
landscape architect, forest- 
er, park managers, rangers 
and others. ¢ y 

These now complement 
the engineer and allied 
skills and disciplines of the 
past. All future projects will 
be profoundly affected by 
this environmental 
resource team, 

In stimmary, the technolog 
with which to solve our 
mental problems is available. 

The one great question is 
how badly do the American 
people want .to conserve re- 
sources, alleviate pollution, and 
improve the quality of living? 
The only important answer to 
this is: How much they are will- 
ing to pay? 

The St. Louis District consists 
of 300 miles of the Mississippi 
River from Cairo, Ill, north- 
ward to Hannibal, Mo., and the 
tributary basins 

Area-wise, this is almost 26,- 
000 square miles, almost_equal- 
ly divided between Eastern 
Missouri and Western Illinois.

The St. Louis District was 
established in 1872 and will cel- 
ebrate its centennial of service 
to the middle Mississippi River 
region in 1972. 

City of St. Louis Flood Protec- 
tion Project—Mississippi River 

This project, consisting of 11 
miles of flgodwall and levee, 
and 28 pumping stations, will 
protect the ‘city of St. Louis 
against the flood of record 
(1844), a flood likely to occur 
once in 200 yea 

Work on the $78,100,000 proj- 
ect began in February 1959 and 
is scheduled. for completion in 
June 1972. It is- currently 929% 
complete. 

Reach Three (that portion of 
the project from Maline Creek 
to the vicinity of Eads Bridge 
—the northern half of the proj- 
ect). is now essentially com- 
plete. 
Clarence Cannon Dam and 
Reservoir—Salt River Missouri 

This multi-purpose project, lo- 
cated on the Salt River in north- 
east Missouri neary Perry, was 
authorized by Congress in the 
interest of flood control, recre- 
ation, fish and’ wildlife con- 
servation, downstream water 
quality control and water sup- 

ly. 
af is the only project in the 
St. Louis District with hydro- 
power as a project feature. 

‘The, hydropower is to be a 

mp - back storage operation 
which will power during peak 
-demand periods and pump wat- 
er back into the lake, using 
dump power from. heat plants 
during low demand. periods. 

When completed in 1977, the 
$96,500,000. project will have a 
normal pool of 18,600 surface 


sing and rapid 


s. The project is currently 

6 complete. 

Kaskaskia River Navigation 
Project, Kaskaskia River, Ill. 

This $105,500,000 project is de- 
signed to make the lower 50 
miles of the Kaskaskia River 
from Fayetteville to the.mouth 
near Chester, IlI., navigable. 

The project will consist of a 
lock and dam with two regu- 
lating gates at Mile 0.8 near 
the mouth of the river, chan- 
nel enlargements, overbank cut- 
offs, and necessary bridge al- 
terations. 

Work was’ started in June 1966 
and is 25% complete. The proj- 
ect is scheduled for completion 
in March 1977 (open to naviga- 
tion March 1976) 

The project will provide cheap 
water transportation for 1.8 bil- 
lion tons of known coal’ reserves 
along the lower Kaskaskia Riv 
er to markets along the inland 
waterways, as well as other 
commodities, such agricul- 
tural products. 

Meramec Park Lake, 
Meramec River, Missouri 

This $72,500,000 project is the 
major element of 31 large, in- 
termediate and small) lakes in 
the comprehensive Meramec 
River Basin Study. 

The . multi-purpose, project 
was authorized by Congress in 
the interest of flood control, 
water supply, water quality 
control downstream, fish and 
wildlife conservation, recrea- 
tion, navigation, and area re- 
development, 

When complete, the normal 
pool will cover 12,600’ surface 
acres and will be approximate- 
ly 35 ‘miles long. 

Pre-construction planning is 
now complete and some real 

ate acquisition has| been ac 
complished. Real. estate acquis- 
ition is estimated to be com- 
pleted in December 1976. 

Physical construction will re- 
quire six years to complete, 
once initiated. 

Rend Lake Project, 
Big Muddy River, Illinois 

This $53,900,000 multi-purpose 
project’ is located on the Big 
Muddy River about 103.7 miles 
above the mouth. The work was 
initiated in June 1965 and is 
scheduled for completion in 
June 1974. 

The project is 61% complete. 
When completed, the normal 
pool will cover 18,900 surface 
acres, 

The lake will provide a perm- 
anent water supply for over 40 
communities. 

Mississippi River, Ohio to 
Missouri Rivers (Regulating 
Works) 

This project extends from the 
mouth of the Ohio, River to 
North St. Louis. 

It consists of construction and 
maintenance of -stone dikes, 
bank revetment and dredging 
operations to obtain and main- 
tain/a navigation channel in the 
Mississippi River 300 feet wide 
(wider in the bends) and_nine 
feet deep northward from the 
Ohio River to the northern 
boundary of the city of St. Lou- 
is, 

Work on this $76,800,000 proj- 
ect was started in 1891, and is 
scheduled for” completion in 
June 1975. It is currently 82% 
complete. 

Lake Shelbyville Project 
Kaskaskia River, Illinois 

This $58,500,000 multi-purpose 
project is located about 2 
miles above the mouth of the 
Kaskaskia River near Shelby- 
ville, Il 

Construction has been com- 
pleted on the main dam, and 
impoundment of water for the 
summer of 1971 began on Aug 
1, 1970. 

Work was initiated on 
project in May 1963 and is 
scheduled for completion in 
June 1973. The project is 82% 
complete and, when completed, 
the reservoir at. normal pool 
will cover 11,100 surface acres.

Approximately two miles of 

er mains were installed for 

ystem, reinforcement, replace- 
ment of existing deteriorated 
mains, and additional mains to 
supply 200 new customers in 
the Tri-Cities area 

Purification plant improve- 
ments during the year included 
the painting and tuckpointing of 
the filter plant building in West 
Granite, cleaning and painting 
of the chemical mixing tank 
at the’ filtration plant, and re- 
placement of the stilling walls 
in the sedimentation basins. 

These improvements allow 
for greater flexibility in 
plant operation and enable 
us to keep pace with in- 
creased treatment demands 
through a well - maintained 
and efficient filtration oper- 
ation. 

Another most significant 
development during the 
year is the completion of 
the design of a booster sta- 
tion and ground storage 
tank to be constructed in 


the Nameoki and West Pon- 

toon Road area. 

In looking ahead it appears 
that 1971 will be one of the big- 
gest construction years we have 
experienced in the recent past. 

In conjunction with the con- 
struction of the booster station 
and ground storage tank, we 
will also be installing approx- 
imately 2,000 feet of 24-inch 
water main 

This combined booster 
tion, tank and main installation 
project represents one of the 
finest system improvements to 
the Tri-Cities area’ possible. 

It will provide sufficient back- 


sta 


up storagé for better fire pro- 
tection, and insure more stable 
water pressures — particularly 
during the hot summer months, 
when added demands are 
placed on the distribution sys- 
tem. 

It will allow more reliable 
service throughout our system. 


We will continue our distribu- 
tion system reinforcement and 
improvement program in 1971. 

We anticipate that this pro- 
gram, coupled with the installa- 
tion of mains required to serve 
an estimated 200 new custom- 
ers, will require main installa- 
tions totaling approximately 
three miles in length during the 
year. 

The overall outlook for 1971 is 
favorable. Although we antici- 
pate fewer new customers in 
the coming year than recent 
average years, signs indicate 
that this is a temporary con- 
dition and will begin to change. 
by mid-year. 

The management and em- 
ployees of our organization are 
proud of the communities we 
serve and look forward to an- 
other year of providing a most 
essential service.

General Steel Industries--Castings Division 


As we move into 1971, the 
Castings Division, of General 
Steel Industries is at a good 
level of production on castings 
for steam turbine electric power 
generating plants, wear resist- 
ant, armor and earth moving 
equipment, as well as suspen- 
sion systems for rail rapid tran- 
sit cars. 

However, a major decline in 
railroad freight car business 
caused us to reduce our work 
force during the latter months 
of 1970 by several hundred peo- 
ple. Employment at the Granite 
City plant will level off at ap- 
proximately 800 in January. 

The decline in the railroad 
freight car market was caused 
by the general slowdown in bus- 
iness activity and the very tight 
railroad money market. Cur- 
rently, we do not have any flat 
car or pulpwood car under- 
frames on order.

pments of railroad freight 
car components from the Gra: 
ite City plant of American Stecl 
Foundries rose sharply in 1970 
from a year, ago, but are ex- 
pected to decrease in the com- 
ing year because of the cur- 
rent slowdown in new freight 
car buying. 

The decline should only be 
short-term one. In the long run, 
the outlook is more positive be- 
cause the railroads are still 
faced with a shortage of freight 
cars. 4 

Nationally, 51,000 new freight 
cars were ordered in ASF's fis- 
cal year, which ended Sept., 
30, 1970: This is a 45% decrease 
from the 93,000 cars ordered 
a year ago. 

The Granite City plant is 
a major producer of side 
frames and bolsters for use 
in freight cars, and sales 
depend directly on the. ‘na- 
tion’s railroads’ freight car 
building programs. 

The plant’s increased 
shipments of freight car 
components in 1970 were 
due primarily to a large 
backlog of orders. 

However, on a national level, 
the backlog of freight car ord- 
ers has decreased over 50% 

The more our backlog shrinks, 
the harder fhe effect on us will 
be.* Hopefully, we'll have a 
turnaround in six months. 

Despite the decline, produc- 
tion continued to be relatively 
steady, and the plant had no 
layoffs in 1970. 

The plant continues to be 
a substantial employer in 
the Granite City area, av- 
eraging 1,120 employes in 
1970, up 200 from last year, 
and has paid nearly $814 


million in wages and sal- 

aries. 

The Granite City plant 
was cited this year by the. 
Coalition for the Environ- 
ment, a St, Louis citizens’ 
group, for its outstanding 
efforts to control air pollu- 
tion. 

As part of a two-year capital 
improvement program complet- 
ed in 1969, ASF replaced the 
plant’s open-hearth melting fa- 
cilities with two electric arc 
furnances. 

The new furnaces were equip- 
ped with bag-house dust and 
fume control systems to curb 
air pollution. 

ASF also operates foundry 
plants at Alliance, Ohio, and 


East Chicago, Ind., and has a 
fabricating plant in Hammond, 
Ind. ASF is one of 10 operating 
units of AMSTED Industries, 
Chicago. 


programs in an attempt to be- 
come more competitive. Steps 
are also being taken to reduce 
costs and increase our. produc- 
tion efficiencies wherever pos- 
ible through detailed industrial 
engineering analysis. 

Manufacturing operations at 
our plant are in the process of 
being consolidated to more effi- 
ciently utilize our manpower 
and facilities at our greatly re- 
duced loading, while still provid- 
ing sufficient capacity to fully 
meét increased future market 
opportunities for our cast steel 
products. This consolidation will 
be completed early in January. 

Through consolidation, a 
number of buildings have 
become available and we 
are making a concentrated 
effort to seek out new prod- 
ucts to utilize these vacated 
facilities, 

Our railroad markets have 
changed many times over the 
past years and will undoubtedly 
continue to do so in the future. 

Our success in this decade 
will depend on our ability to 
adapt to these changing market 
conditions. Employment at the 
Granite City plant will improve 
to the extent that we are suc- 
cessful in our total efforts.

For over 40 years, rapid tran- 
sit for this Missouri-Illinois Met- 
ropolitan Area astride the: Mis- 
sissippi River has been studied 
and restudied, but positive ac- 
tion has never progressed be- 
‘yond the: talking stage. 

However, this time, in 1971— 
if the citizens of this area. are 
prepared to back their commit- 
ment to rapid transit—the pro- 
posed 82-mile rail-like system 
will move expeditiously from a 
plan into actual construction. 

Nearly four years of investi- 
gation have gone into prepari- 
tion of the present Rapid Tran- 
sit Feasibility Study. Therefore, 
when next spring the engineer- 
ing consultants present their fi- 
nal report to the Bi-State Devel- 
opment Agency, which ‘has spon- 
sored the study, the repott 
should be technically complete; 

The report will summarjze-all 
the investigations made dnd the 
alternatives gonsidered, and will 
present a final plan—including 
recommended routes, station 10- 
cations and equipment to be 
used. Hopefully, the political 
and civic leadership, represent- 
ed by the East-West Gateway 
Coordinating Council and the 
Mass Transit Committee of the 
Metropolitan Chamber of Com- 
merce, will accept the plan and 
initiate its implementation. 

Whether or not the metropol}- 
tan area has a rapid transit sy! 
tem will in the final analysis 
depend upon the collective wi 
of the individual citizens of the 
area. 

Therefore, special efforts will 
be made to insure that all sep- 
ments of this community are 
kept fully informed of the de- 
tails of the plan and why its 
adoption is needed for the long- 
range economic growth of the 
area. 

All too frequently there is @ 
tendency to justify decisions of 
this nature solely on whether ar 
not the service is provided more 
economically than by a competi- 
tive means. However, the pro- 
vision of economical transporta- 
tion for patronage by the public 
is only one facet of the prob- 
lem. 

As would be expected, the 
studies have indicated that 
St. Louis will still be a ma- 
jor employment center, but 
its importance in 1990 will 
be lessened by the continu- 
ing growth of job opportuni: 
ties in Hlinois and St. Loui 
County. Thus, commuting 
is becoming a two-way de- 
mand. 

With the coming of rapid 
transit, the job opportunities 
in Granite City and the sur- 
rounding area will be made 
more accessible. 

The northeasterly line ex- 
tending from East St. Louis 
will terminate in Granite 
City, thus making the trip

Levee Attorney Moves to 


Dismiss Fee 


Dismissal of 4 suit filed in 
Madison County! Circuit Court 
seeking a declaratory judgment 
on the legal status of fees paid 
attorneys of the East Side Levee 
and Sanitary District during the 
last eight years was filed last 
week by John R. Sprague, Belle- 
ville attorney. 

The proceeding was filed last 
October by Marshall Smith, as- 
sistant Madison County state’s 
attorney, requesting the court to 
declare illegal certain attorney 
fees paid over the eight year- 
period to various attorneys who 
served as levee district attor- 
neys. The suit also asked re- 
covery of any of the $262,000 in 
attorney fees held by the court 
to be illegal over the period. 


Sprague filed the dismissal 
motion in behalf of himself and 
other levee district attorneys 
and members of the board of 
trustees. His motion set up 18 
allegations upon which he bases 
his motion for dismissal. Among 
those attorneys named in the 
suit with Sprague are John J.

In asking dismissal of the suit 
which seeks a declaratory judg- 
ment on attorney fees of previ- 
ous years, Sprague contended 
that Smith was without author- 
ity to bring the action in the 
name of the “‘People of the State 
of Illinois, and that the action 
was filed in the wrong court— 
Madison county instead of St. 
Clair county where the levee 
district offices are located. 

Sprague also alleges in his 
motion that the fees were or- 
dered paid to levee district at- 
torneys by the City Court of 
East St. Louis and that Illinois 
five-year statutes of limitations 
would apply in the matters in- 
volved -in the suit. He also 
charged that the statute limit- 
ing to $3,500 the annual amount 
to be paid levee district attor- 
neys is unconstitutional since 
there are no such limitations 
for any other municipal entities 
in the state. 

As a result of the conviction 
of the levee district trustees, 
Illinois Governor Richard B 
Ogilvie has ordered a special 
election to name a new levee 
board that would serve out the 
present terms, which expire in 
1972. Governor Ogilvie set the 
primary election for May 4 and 
the special runoff balloting for 
June 22.

“In the two-week period fol- 
lowing the cyclone disaster that 
struck East Pakistan on Nov. 
12 and 13, the U.S. government 
moved about 450 tons of emer- 
gency relief supplies by aircraft 
to the stricken area. 

The supplies, include 
clothing, medicine, boats 
helicopters. 

“We are continuing to move 
supplies to the disaster area as 
rapidly and efficiently as pos- 
sible,” reports Maurice J. Wil- 
liams, deputy administrator of 
the Agency for International 
Development (AID), who was 
named by President Nixon to 
head the Disaster\Action Group 
to coordinate all U.S. govern- 
ment relief efforts. 

The Action Group consists of 
senior representatives .of the 
Departments of State, Defense 
and Agriculture, as well as of 
AID. 

The supplies shipped so far 
include civil defense survival 
biscuits provided to AID by the 
Office of Civil Defense to help 
sustain survivors of the disaster 
while basic foods such as rice 
and wheat are being made 
available in quantity from ex- 
isting stocks in Pakistan and 
supplemental shipments from 
abroad. 

Other ‘U.S. relief meas- 
ures include a grant to Pak- 
istan of 50,000 tons of wheat 
and an additional $75.4 mil- 
lion worth of U.S. farm 
products under the Food for 
Peace Program. 

Medical assistance includes a 
joint U.S. Public Health Service 
and U.S. military medical team 
on the ground in the disaster 
area. 

The Department of Defense is 
maintaining on standby alert a

Lt. Gov. Paul Simon is right in calling 
for new legislation in the wake of disclosure 
that the late Secretary’ of State Paul Powell 
had hidden about $800,000 in private funds — 
$750,000 in Mr. Powell's Springfield apart- 
ment and $50,000 in Mr. Powell's Springfield 
office. 

The lieutenant governor annually discloses 
his income in detail and has frequently urged 
that other officeholders do the same. A bill to 
be introduced in the 197! General Assembly 
session at his request would require specified 
officials to publicly reveal their income. 

There is no certainty at this point that Sec- 
cretary Powell regarded the money as income; 
it may have been amassed as some form of 
campaign treasury. 

But the existence of such a large amount 
of cash in shoe boxes, envelopes, metal boxes 
and brief cases — kept in a closet — raises 
so many questions about how state officials 
handle funds that the proposed income dis- 
closure law could be of \great value in enlight- 
ening citizens and restoring their confidence 
in the way goverineat is administered.

Basic Oxygen Furnace Became 
Dominant Method of Producing 


Steel in America 


During 1970 


By John P. Roche 
President, American Iron and Steel Institute 


Technical advance marked 
the steel industry’s perform- 
ance in 1970 — with greater 
things to come in the basic 
oxygen process, continuous 
casting, electric furnances, and 
refining methods which include 
vacuum melting and treatment, 
induction and electron beam 
melting, and specification roll- 
ing. 

To a greater degree than ever 
before, the American steél in- 
dustry has become a ‘prescrip- 
tion’ business — with steels pos- 
sessing remarkable qualities of 
aging, corrosion resistance, 
high strength-to-weight ratios, 
and other advances dominating 
the scene. 

In primary ‘production, the 
basic oxygen furnace became 
the dominant method of pro- 
ducing steel in the United States 
during 1970, ending the 62-year 
reign of the open hearth. 

This _ historic development 
may well be remembered long 
after other steel events of the 
year, favorable and unfavor- 
able, are forgotten. 

Basic oxygen units now 
produce nearly as much 
steel as the open hearth and 
electric furnaces combined. 
Their tonnage in 1970 
amounted to about 64 mil- 
lion tons, out of a total raw 
steel output of 132 million 
tons. 

Electric furnaces * continued 
their relative growth during the 
year, with output totaling 20 
million tons. 

This was about the same as 
in 1969, but it was well above 
1968 output of nearly 17 million 
tons, and was a bigger propor- 
tion of overall steel production. 

Open hearth furnaces, 
which in 1908 displaced the 
old Bessemer converters as 
the primary source of dom- 
estic steel, poured 48 mil- 
lion tons, or just 36% of the 
total, compared with the 
BOF share of 49%. 

The ascendancy of the basic 
oxygen furnace coincided with 
the continued growth in contin- 
uous casting of steel and an in- 
crease in the use of degassing 
systems that improve the qual- 
ity of steel. 

Production in 1970 of about 
132 million tons, although be- 
low 1969's record 141 million 


ton output, was the third high- 
est on record. 

Mill shipments of around 91 
million tons fell three million 
tons below 1969's record. 

The industry's drive for still 
more modern and efficient fac- 
ilities was demonstrated in con- 
tinued huge expenditures for 
capital improvement Capital 
spending early in the year was 
projected at $2.2 billion, slight- 
ly above 1969, although final 
figures may show,a drop be- 
low that estimate. 

Much of this’ spending re- 
flected in industry's costly 
effort in environmental and 
quality improvement, re- 
maining in the forefront of 
major industries’ in this en- 
deavor. 

At mid - year, America’s 
steel companies: had auth- 
orized expenditures of more 
than $385 million for air 
and water quality control 
projects to be completed in 
1970 or later, a rise of $59 
million over the previous 
year’s authorized spending 
for such purposés. 

Of major concern in 1970 was 
the marked shift in the steel 
import product ‘mix toward 
higher ‘valued grades — partic- 
ularly stainless and tool steels 
and specialty tubing. 

This shift, a violation of the 
voluntary limitations by Japan 
and European Common Market 
countries, contributed to a rise 
in the total value of steel im- 
ports — despite a drop in im- 
port tonnage from the previous 
year. 

Although 1970's total imports 
at 13 million tons were off one 
million tons from’ 1969, their. 
total value was actually 6% 
greater than the previous year., 

Estimates are that -for- 
eign producers have taken 
15% to 50% of domestic 
markets for certain key 
specialty products — a de- 
velopment which has had 
severe impact on firms, 
large and small, making 
these products. 

This is seen as a major 
threat to the nation’s con- 
tinued. capacity to produce 
essential special steels, used 
in high technology areas 
and vital to America’s de- 
fense. 


Political Gifts Not Deductible 


(Tri-City and Ilinois Bar Associations) 


Vf you planned to take an in- 
come. tax deduction for that $10, 
$25 or $100-a-plate political din- 
ner, you may as well forget 
those plans. 

Political contributions, wheth- 
er viewed as business expenses, 
are not tax deductible. 

Political contributions are 
classified as gifts and are sub- 
ject to the Federal Gift Tax. 
Consequently, not, only can you 
riot deduct a political contribu- 
‘tion from your income tax, you 
may have to pay additional 
taxes on that contribution. 

It is estimated that one out of 
eight ‘people in the country. 
helped pick up the $225 million 
tab for the 1968 elections, in- 
cluding about $40 million di- 
rected at the Presidential con- 
test alone. 

Those who are most affected 
by not being able to get a tax 
deduction are the big contribu- 
tors—of which 130 persons each 
gave away $10,000 or more to 
political parties. More than 10,- 
000° people contributed $500 or 
more. 

The candidate who re- 
ceives these funds need not 
pay a tax on them if he 
uses them for his campaign 
or some related purpose. 
Any amount used for per- 
sonal purposes will be 
counted as taxable income. 
The Internal Revenue Service 

thoroughly checks campaign 
records to be certain that funds 
are being channeled properly. 
Detailed records accounting for 
the receipt and disbursement

of political monies must be. 
kept available for IRS inspec- 
tion. 

Not only are political contri- 
butions not tax deductible, they 
are also restricted in quantity 
by the federal government. 

‘According to'the Federal Cor- 
rupt Practices Act of 1925 and 
the Hatch Act of 1940, a donor 
may not contribute more than 
$5,000 to any one candidate. 

However, the law does not 
prohibit an individual from gi’ 
ing up to $5,000 to each nation- 
al committee supporting a par- 
ticular candidate. In recognition 
of this, political parties have 
substantially increased the 
number of national committees. 

The law also limits each na- 
tional political committee in the 
amount of money it may raise. 
This limit is set at three million 
dollars. 

There is a tax break for some 
political advertising. Tax de- 
ductions for advertising in pro- 
grams of national political con- 
ventions are allowed. Accor: 
ingly, a businessman who ad- 
vertises in a campaign program 
may deduct that expense from 
his tax bill. 

The amount should be reason- 
able in light of the business the 
taxpayer may expect to receive 
directly as a result of this ad- 
vertising and the contributed 
funds should be used only to de- 
fray convention expenses. How- 
ever, this is the only kind of ad- 
vertising in a political conven- 
tion program which may be de- 
ducted.

Ask Your 
Game Warden

Conservation Office 

This has been one of 
busiest hunting seasons in mem- 
ory. We seem to have more 
persons hunting this year, and 
along with it came more viola- 
tions. Here is the rundown for 
the first two months of the sea- 
son: 

Over the limit of pheasants, 
1; hunting rabbits before noon 
on opening day, 3; no timber 
buying license, 1; hunting with- 
out permission, 5; trapping be- 
fore season, night’ rabbit 
hunting in auto, 1; hunting rab- 
bits before season with beagles 
and gun, 2; coon hunting before 
season, 3; duck hunting before 
sunrise, 11; uncased gun in 
auto, 2; and littering streams, 
4, 

“Know when season is in, know 
when shooting hours are, get 
permission, case your gun in 
the auto and stay within the 
limit. Fines on these ran from 
a low of $35 to a high of $60 
apiece. It's wasted money. 

I seem to be getting few 
good hunting reports of any 
kind. Quail is fairly good but 
not as good as last year. Rab- 
bits are terrible unless you 
happen to be lucky enough to 
find one of the populated little 
pockets that still exist in a few 
places 

Ducks have been in good sup- 
ply earlier but river fluctuation 
and poor sportsmenship by high 
shooting has ruined many hunt- 
ing trips for a lot of people. It 
boils down to the fact that the 
occasional hunter who only 
gets to go every Sunday or so 
has little chance. 

The hunters who are having 
a good season are those with 
time to do a lot of pre-hunting 
scouting of territory and popu- 
lations and can spend the en- 
tire hunting trip hunting instead 
of half of it or more looking for 
the spot where the game is. 

Deer Permits Sold Out 

This is the first deer season 
that Madison County permits 
were sold out completely. The 
kill certainly did not show it 
with only 11 being killed. This 
again is a sport where pre-hunt 
scouting is a must. You simply 
can't go out to a spot the day 
season opens and stand where 
there are some tracks. It 
doesn’t work that way except in 
the luckiest of cases. It takes 
several trips of study of tracks 
and terrain to find just the 
right place to set up. 

We have a few who get their 
kicks. out of hunting deer from 
autos at night with a spotlight, 
mostly in the western part of 
the county. This is a very diffi- 
cult thing to catch but it car- 
ries the same type of penalt 
Deer violations carry a  mini- 
mum of $100 and a_ma um 
of, $300 or six months in jail or 
both. 

Anyone I catch will have an 
opportunity to visit the penal 
farm at Vandalia for a 
month vacation. There are per- 
sons who are aware of when 
this is going on, and how, and 
have been rather vocal in their 
complaints about it to everyone 
but me. 

1 would welcome any and all 
information that anyone can 
furnish, and in my estimation 
anyone who has knowledge of 
this information and does not 
pass it on are no better than 
those that are doing it. All 
sources of information are kept 
confidential

We will have no meetings, no 
Officers, no dues, It is open to 
anyone that would like to join.

Cereal Sense 

Whether your cereals. pop, 
crunch, squeal or just lie quict- 
ly until you eat them affects 
the prices you pay for them. 


For example, the raw whole 
grain cereals are least expen- 
sive. If you cook oatmeal or 
whole wheat, a serving costs 
about one and a half cents. The 
pop-crunch-squeal varieties cost 
more — seven to eight cents per 
serving. You pay more for pre- 
sugaring, fancy shapes or col- 
ored cereals, 

Flaked cereals — usually cost- 
ing three to four cents per serv- 
ing — are less expensive than 
the “animated” varieties. And 
you still have the convenience 
of ready to - eat cereals. 


Individual serving costs are 
not included on the label. To 
get the best cereal buy for your 
money, select cereals according 
to the net weight given on the 
box. Generally one ounce equals 
a normal serving, but this rule 
of thumb varies a little. For in- 
stance, one and a third cups of 
corn flakes equal an ounce, or 
one ounce of raw oatmeal or 
whole wheat provides a two- 
thirds cup serving. The light- 
weight, puffy cereals have 
more volume, but it’s mostly 
air so one ounce equals about 
two cups. 

Buying in, moderate to large- 
sized packages also holds the 
cost down. The same cereal 
packaged individually frequent- 
ly costs twice as much per 
ounce.

Quad-Cities Allotment 


For Highways 


The Illinois Division of High- 
way's construction and improve- 
ment program for 1971 includes 
Madison county projects involv- 
ing total estimated costs of 
$20,846,000—of which only $1,689, 
000 is projected for work in the 
Quad-City area 

The new highway program, 
largest in the state’s history, al- 
locates $106,068,000 as estimated 
cost of all projects and right-of- 
way acquisition planned by the 
highway division in- District 8 
which includes Madison and St. 
Clair counties. Statewide, high- 
way improvements during 1971 
are estimated to cost $488.7 
million. 


Largest project scheduled in 
the Quad-City area is construc- 
tion of four-lane pavement on 
Route 203 frog, the north limits: 
of Granite City to Interstate 270 
at Mitchell. The project calls 
for construction of 2.03 miles of 
pavement divided by median at 
an estimated cost of $1,385,000. 

The only other construction 
project in the Quad-City area 
provides for resurfacing of the 
two lanes of Pontoon Road from 
the eastern limits of Granite 
City to Illinois Route 111 at 
Pontoon Beach. Cost ‘is esti-~ 
mated at $104,000. 

For R-O-W Acquisition 

The only other Quad-City area 
project provides $200,000 for 
acquisition of right-of-way for 
FA Route 151 (The Great River 
Road) from Niedringhaus Ave- 
nue in Granite City to Broadway 
in Venice where the River Road 
highway eventually will connect 
with the Broadway underpass) 
Right-of-way purchases for this 
sector have been underway for 
the past two years, resulting in| 
the clearing of much of Kerf, 
Island area in Venice. 

Cost estimates scheduled in 
the 1971 highway work program 
for projects in Madison county 
include $10,496,000 for Interstate 
projects, $1,916,000 for acquisi- 
tion of right-of-way for 1971 
construction, $7,609,000 for con- 
struction of non-Interstate pro: 
jects, $100,000 in -miscellaneous 
construction, $25,000 for right- 
of-way needed for 1971 non-inter- 
state construction,and $700,000 
for acquisition of right-of-way. 
for future construction. 

The $20,846,000 allocated for 
highway work in Madison County, 
represents 19% of the total fund 
jof $106,068,000 set up for high- 
way work in all of the 11-county 
District 8. The $1.6 million in 


Methadone Not Answer 
For All Heroin Addicts 


The American Social Health 
Association has ended its 1970 
drug abuse campaign with a re- 
port that nrethadone by itself is 
apparently not the answer for 
all heroin addicts. 

The national voluntary health 
agency is a member of the Tri- 
Cities Area United Fund. 

Methadone is an addictive 
drug which suppresses euphoric 
effects of heroi 

The association's findings on 
methadone maintenance pr o0- 
grams were contained in a posi- 
tion statement adopted by the 
agency’s directors and issued to 
the national membership. 

The document was written by 
15 experts in the fields of crim- 
inology, education, family rela- 
tions, narcotics control, pharma- 
cology and public health, They. 
serve as the association's advis- 
ory committee on drug depend- 
ence and abuse. 

Releases Statement 

The statement was released 
by Judge Florence M. Kelley, 
Administrative Judge of the 


Family Court of the City of New 
York, who serves as chairman 
of the panel of experts. 

Judge Kelley warned that al- 
though it is claimed that meth- 
adone ‘has helped more addicts 
than any other approach, ‘“en- 
thusiasm for it must not dimin4 
ish the initiation and exporala- 
tion of other possibilities.” 

“It (methadone maintenance) 
can only be a means to a true 
cure if individuals stop using 
methadone eventually and 
change life style,” she said. 

The position paper stated that 
the methadone maintenance re- 
gimen for the management of 
drug dependence of morphiné 
types has been employed for & 
number of years “with signifi 
cant elements of success with 
selected populations in the Unit- 
ed States, England and Can- 
ada.” 

“Some rehabilitative aspects 
of methadone maintenance have 
been clearly established; others 
are still on a research basis,/? 
the statement continued.

Route 140 Improvement 

Interstate projects in Madison 
county also include an esti- 
mated $1,678,000 for reconstruct- 
ing and resurfacing 2.8, miles of 
1-55 from north of Illinois Route 
140 at Hamel to north of Route 
4 at Worden. Another $1,126,000 
is estimated-as the cost of con- 
structing a rest area on I-70 at 

Fork Silver Creek. Other 
Interstate projects include ramp 
reconstructions, widening of 
overpass structures, signs and 
safety features, most of them 
on 1-55. 

The $1,916,000 provided for 
right-of-way acquisition neces- 
sary to construction scheduled 
in, the 1971 work program in- 
cludes $1,564,000 for right-of- 
way on the 11.96-mile resurfac- 
ing of 1-55 from Troy to Hamel, 
and $352,000 for right-of-way 
necessary to the other section 
of that job—ihe 2.8-mile stretch 
from Hamei to Worden. 

Non-Interstate projects sched- 
uled in Madison county during 
1971, in addjtion to the improve- 
ment of Route 203 and paving 
of Pontoon Road in the Quad- 
City aréa~includes paving of 
four lanes of Route 111 and 
Route 140 from  Fosterburg 
Road east of Alton to west of 
Powder Mill Road at an esti- 
mated cost gf $1,100,000. 

Pregrading Project 

Other major county projects 
include pregrading of a 4.36- 
mile stretch of FA Route 155 
from Henry Street in Alton to 
Route 3 in Wood River at an 
estimated cost of $2.2 million. 

Paving of four lanes of Route 
111 for 1.08 miles from Cottage 
Hills Road to west of Bethalto 
with estimated cost of $700,000. 

Bridge construction on Route 
140 at Cahokia Creek west of 
Hamel at an estimated cost of 
$210,000. 

‘Bridge construction and_wid- 
ening of three bridges on Route 
143 at Silver Creek, west of 
Marine, Sugar Fork and East 
Fork of Silver Creek at esti- 
mated cost of $270,000. 

Installation of traffic signals 
and relocation of a frontage 
road at Madison Street in Rox- 
ana at an estimated cost of 
$75,000.

Richard B. Ogilvie, I con- 
tacted the Chicago auditing 
firm of Touche, Ross & Co. to 
make a turnaround audit of the 
office, since there had been a 
change in administrations. The 
target date for completion of 
this special audit was Feb. 15, 
1971. 

“The Touche, Ross firm pj 
viously had been hired by the 
Office of the Auditor General ‘to 
conduct the audit. of the Office 
of the Secretary’ of State for 
fiscal 1970, which ended June 
30. 

“qt was felt that hiring the 
same firm to do the turnaround 
audit would be most economi- 
cal, since the complany was 
completing the 1970 audit and 
was familiar with the opera- 
tions of this office. This fiscal 
1970 audit has been completed 
and reveiwed. I 

“Upon learning Wednesday of 
the discovery of the cash 
among the former secretary's 
possessions, I again contacted 
the auditing firm and asked if 
the turnaround audit coud be 
speeded up. The Touche, Ross 
Co. assured me that it is expe- 
diting the audit as rapidly as 
possible.”

Elderly Home 
Owners May Apply 
For Tax Credit 


Home owners in Granite City 
Township over the age of 65 
may reapply for the $1,500 
real estate tax exemption under 
the Illinois Homestead Act dur- 
ing January at the new office 
of James Burton, township tax 
assessor, 2037 State St, 

Persons who applied last year 
need only to sign a form and it 
will be unnecessary to bring 
title to the property to the of- 
fice, Barton said. 

However, persons reaching 
the age of 65 this year and who 
will be applying’ for the ex- 
emption for the first time will 
be required to bring the title to 
the property, Barton added. 

If some persons ‘are unable 
to come to the office, home 
calls will be made upon re- 
quest, Barton said. 

The new office is located on 
the first floor for easy access, 
and there are no steps to climb, 
the assessor noted, while at the 
previous location in the 1900 
block of Delmar Ave. there was 
a long flight of stairs to the 
second floor office. 

Barton noted that the con- 
stitutionality of the Homestead 
Act is under question as it was 
declared illegal in a Cook Coun- 
ty court. But the office of the 
state attorney general has ap- 
pealed the case to the Illinois 
Supreme Court, maintaining 
that the decision applies only 
to Cook County. The high court 
is to convene on Jan. 11.

RESTRICTING PARKING 

WHEREAS, a hazardous con- 
dition presently exists with ref- 
erence to parking and traffic 
conditions, 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT 
ORDAINED BY THE CITY

Road Bond Referendum 
Sought by Ogilvie 


The 1971 session of the Illi- 
nois General Assembly—sched- 
uled to convene in Springfield 
Wednesday—will be asked by 
Governor Richard B. Ogilvie to 
authorize another highway bond 
referendum. 

The governor did not disclose 
the amount of the bond issue he 
will seek but said it will be 
“considerably less’’ that the $2 
billion proposal authorized by 
the voters in 1969. The debt 
never was incurred after the 
Supreme Court held the author- 
ization Was unconstitutional. 

The $2 billion in bonds ap- 
proved in 1969 would have been 
used for construction of a new 
supplemental freeway system. 
Ogilvie had hoped to build a 
statewide system of supple 
mental highways which would 
interconnect .existing routes.

And he 
quoted. from “The Driver's 
Guide to Drinking,” published 
by the National Safety Council: 

“The occasions for drinking 
are endless. So are the chances 
for accidents on the highway 
You can help solve the No, 1 
highway problem if you: 

Understand alcohol and what 
it does. 


tiply beyond all reason the 
chances of a tragic crash, Chief 
Veizer pointed out. 

How much a person can drink 
varies, according to experts. 
Alcohol build-up in the blood 
depends on: (1) the amount of. 
alcohol (number and strength of 
drinks); (2) time elapsed since 
drinking began; (3) body 
weight; and (4) quantity and 
kind of food in the stomach, 

“However, in our state,” 
Chief Veizer emphasized, “the 
level established by law for 
driving under the influence is 
0.10. That's more than enough 
1 make anyone unsafe as a 
driver.” 

So if you should overdo, 
would be well to heed 
chief's advice: 

“Black coffee, cold showers, 
fresh air or other folklore reme- 
dies won't help, Time is the only 
answer—time for your body to 
dispose of the alcohol 

“And after several drinks, 
that time may be several hours 
before it’s safe to drive again.”
